PRESIDENT HAYES. 


A Tribute by Srcretary Sherman. 
New York, Dec. 22.—At the dinner of the 
New England Society to-night Secretarv Sher- 
man responded to the toast the President of 
the United States,“ and, in the course of his re- 
marks, said it is one of the first devices of the 
average American to vent all bis spite and spleen 
against the President of the UnitedeStates. It 
is a very safe and easy occupation, because 
the President can only answer by his dignity 
and in silence. But of lete years the press of 
this country bas greatly improved. No other 
Presidents of the United States were ever 
spoken of with such bitterness as Washington, 
Adams, and Jefferson, and yet now we are 
brought to respect the name of Washineton as 
first in war, first in peace, and first in the hearts 
of our countrymen. fApplaase.}] Adams and 
Jefferson, each set against the other in our early 
history, are now blended, and all their quarrels 
forgotten. I have, during my official life, per- 
sunally Known six Presidents of the United 
States.

HOW DEMONETIZING GREENBACKS 

WOULD WORK. 

Well-meaning and usually clear-headed 
men are frequéntly\petrayed into false posi- 
tions by personal attachments. It is only 
some such hypothesis that can account for 
the favor which the proposed demonetiza- 
tion of greenbacks has received at the hands 
of Mr. Herm and the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial, This proposition came from Secre- 
tary SAN, and Secretary Smax is Mr. 
Harsrzan’s candidate for President, pri-

of them for that purpose for all kinds of 
banks and moneyed institutions issuing 
notes or receiving There is not 
coin enough in the te meet this 
change, and more bonds would have to be 
sold to furnish it. The very first symptom 
of a drain of gold from the country, when it 
should once be the sole legal- tender, would 
lead to a run upon the Treasury that would 
quickly deplete it and drive the Government 
into suspension. The people would run

| exact gold for the protection of their depos- 


itors and their notes, and the State banks, 
savings banks, and private banks, which 
maintain a larger reserve-fund than the law 
requires the National banks to keep, would

legal-tender gold in exchange, To what 
| extent the Government could respond to 


this universal demand would depend upon 
the flutter of the public pulse, Any scare 
would cause a general rush, as each bank 
would be afraid that there might not be 
enough to go around and it might be left in 
the lurch with a lot of demonetized green- 
backs in its vaults, good for nothing for 
redemption purposes. 

The present amount of coin, including 
gold and silver, belonging to the Govern- 
ment and available for resumption is about 
one-third the volume of greenbacks; but it 


when all the gold it should -pay out in this 
way would disappear as bank-reserves and 
private hoardings. 

In addition to these demands upon it, the 
Government would also be obliged to supply 
gold to pay the interest on the public debt, 
or to pay duties on imports for that pur- 
pose, which would amount to the same 
thing. The greenbacks would first be impo- 
tent to stem the panic because they would 
no longer be legal-tender, and, next, they 
would become irredeemable and depreciated 
shinplasters, with a downward value vary- 
ing from day to day, just as soon as the 
Government were crowded into a suspension 
of gold payments. 

It is meaningless to say in a general way 
that there is the greatest possible peril in 
making lawful money out of paper.” Eu- 
gland has discovered the contrary by actual 
experience. During a term of a dozen years 
after resumption in England there was no 
legal-tender paper currency, but constantly

tion. The result is that the Commercial bas 
an uncertain and confused notion of the de- 
monetization scheme, evidently believing at 
one moment that the Suzrman half-way plan 
is feasible, and acknowledging the next mo- 
ment that it will lead up to the radical 
scheme advanced: by the President for the 
total extinction of the greenbacks. This 
perplexed state of mind induces the Com- 
mercial to defend the demonetization of 
greenbacks (1) on the ground that the green- 
backs, after ceasing to be legal-tender,. will 
be as numerous and useful as ever, and (2) 
on the ground that the country will be better 
off without any greenbacks at all. That the 
Commercial does not recognize the contra- 
dictory character of this position is evident 
from a couple of sentences which we sub- 
join from a recent article : 


necessarily reduce the volume of currency one 
dollar. There would be just as many grecobacks 
as ever, only the Government would cease to lie 
about them. There is the greatest possible peril 


serving for bank reserves. . . Buppose one 
hundred millions of the gold in the Treasury 
should be paid out for the greeubacke. and the stock 
of dirty paper burned, would the country be the 
poorer? Not one dollar. And suppose the green- 


stroyed,—not suddenly, for no oné proposes such 
folly, but dy easy stages, and more paper currency 
was required. Would there be any trouble about 
the issue of ‘more money’? Certainly not. We 
‘have a free banking system. The moment there is 
a demand for currency, making its issue profitable 
under this system, out it comes. We would. if 
the creenbacks passed away, compe] the banks to 
‘store gold and silver to meet the demands of the 
people instead of paper, and the banking business 
would be in the hands of the banks instead of the 
Government; and business men instead of poli- 
ticians would be intrusted with the management of 
the fvances.” ; 

It is not difficult to discern in the above 
extracts the Commercial’s desire to sus- 
tain Secretary Suzzman’s untenable position, 
and.at the same time its conviction that the 
demonetization of greenbacks is but one 
step in the President’s plan for their retire- 
ment and extinction, which is the logical 
sequence of demonetization. It is from the 
latter point of view that the subject must 
be treated. An exclusive legal-tender basis 
‘of gold is the real aim of the new agitation, 
and this is to be reached (1) by the demone- 
tization of the greenbacks, (2) by their 
retirement and cancellation, (3) by the sus- 
pension of silver coinage, and (4) by the’ 
demonetizetion of silver, which will follow 
such suspension of coinage. : 

It is not strange that the Commercial’s 
confusion should mislead it into several 
reckless statements. It is foolish for it to 
say that the legal-tender adds nothing to 
the value of a Treasury note,” when the 
Treasury note would otherwise be useless 
for the payment of debts. The greenback 
had a value by reason of its legal-tender 
quality when it was irredeemable and before 
resumption was fixed. In 1870, flve years 
before the Resumption act was passed, and 
when the green back was an irredeemable note, 
it had an average value of 87 centsin gold on 
the dollar ; in 1871 it had 89} cents; in 1872, 
89 cents ; in 1873, 85} cents ; in 1874, when 


it was worth 90 cents; in 1875 it averaged 
87 centa; in 1876 it averaged 894 cents; in 
1877, as the promised resumption approached, 
it rose to 954 cents;: and during 1878, imme- 
. diately preceding resumption, it rose from

THE COLLAPSE OF TURKEY. 

The latest intelligence from Turkey re- 
veals a state of confusion in her Capital that 
can only indicate a moribund condition of 
the whole Empire, since the qguses that are 
operating in Constantinople must radiate to 
and affect every part of that Empire. The 
Sick Man of Europe never was so sick be- 
fore, and the medicines of his German, En- 
glish, Austrian, and Russian doctors are only 
hastening his collapse. Even the Tory 
papers of England begin to realize the hope- 
lesness of the situation, and among them 
the Pa Mali Gavette, which has all along 
advocated the preservation of the integrity 
of Turkey as the protection of England in 
the various possibilities of the Eastern Ques- 
tion, now gives up the Empire as a lost 
Power in Europe. It recognizes that in Con? 
stantinople the state of affairs is one 
of mere financial and administrative paral- 
ysis, The Turkish Ministry not only are 
distrusted abroad, but they are not in accord 
among themselves, and their wavering and 
conflicting policy on financial matters has 
not only affected Turkish credit for the 
worst, but has so disgusted European capital- 
ists that they now do not think it worth 
while even to consider the feasibility of 
advancing money upon the new or old ob. 
ligations, 80 far as the recent concessions 
to English demands in the matter of Asiatic 
reforms are concerned, the Gacette says they 
have been so whittled down that they prac- 
tically amount to nothing.

It is apparent even to the most superficial 
observer that the days of the Turkish Em- 
pite are numbered, and that its strength is 
exbausted past all hope of recuperation. 
Its flnapoes are utterly dhipwreckéd, and it 
has rapidly drifted into utter bankruptcy. 
Its political administration is completely 
disorganized. As the result of the war with 
Russia, it has lost 65,000 square miles of its 


best territory, and its Administration has | 


been seriously shorn of power in what is 


left. It has no credit in any financ al capital 


in Europe. During the war it spouted every- 
thing it had, and now it is in financial ruin. 
Its currency is made up of almost valueless 
shinplasters. Its taxes are uncollectable. 
Its army and navy and publio officials remain 
unpaid. It has a floating debt out at er- 
orbitant rates of interest which cannot be 
met. It has no railroads, no machinery, no 
skilled labor, no energy, to develop its re- 
sources. It has proved itself powerless to 
execute a single one of the reforms which it 
has promised to make. 

To attempt to tinker such an Empire any 
longer is worse than useless. It is honey- 
combed with decay, rotten with corruption, 
and paralyzed to the remotest verge of im- 
potence. Its inevitable destiny is swift 
collapse and subsequent dismemberment and 
division among the Powers. The progress of 
events pretty clearly foreshadows what that 
division will be. Austria will undoubted'y 
continue her southeastern aggrandizement 
until she reaches Salonica and has an outlet 
for hercrowded commerce in the geanu Sea, 
The Greeks will receive the extension of 
territory which Turkey has so persistently 
denied them in the face of the provisions of 
the Berlin Treaty and the engagements of 
England. Russia will be the protector of 
the Armenian Christians. England will take 
Egypt, and France Syria, while the Turks 
themselves will be compelled to quit Europe 
and once more domicile in Asia, their old 
home. There can be no settled peace in 
Europe until the plunder is thus divided. 
It is the only practical solution of the East- 
ern Question. . 


IRELAND ONE HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 

In 1771, five years before the Declaration 
of American Independence, Dr, Fami, 
then in Europe as a representative of the 
Colonies, appealing vainly to Great Britain, 
made a tour through England, Scotjand, and 
Ireland, and in a recent edition of bis works 
we find his description of the condition of 
the people of Ireland, and also of England 
and Scotland. We reproduce some extracts 
from a letter written by him to Josnua Baz. 


cocox, under date of Jan. 13, 1772, or 108 
years ago: 

I have lately made a tour through Ireland. In 
those countries a small part of the society are land - 
lords, great poblemen, and gentiemen, extremely 
opulent, living in the highest affaence and mag- 
nificence. The bulk of the people are tenants, ex- 
tremely poor, living in the most sordid wretehed- 
ness, in dirty hovels of mud and straw, and clothed 
only in rags. 

** I thought often of the happiness of New En- 
gland. where every man is a freeholder, bas a vote 
in public affairs, lives in a tidy, warm house, bas 
pienty of good food and fuel, with whole clothes 
from head to foot, the manufacture, perhaps, of 
bis own family. Long may they continue in this 
situation. But. if they should ever envy the trade 
of these countries, Ican put them ina way to ob- 
tain ashare of it. Let them, with three-fourths of 
the people. of England, live the year round on 
potatoes and buttermilk, without spirits, then 
may their merchants export beef, butter, and 
linen. Let them, with the generality of the com- 
mon people of Scotland, go baref then may 
they make large exports of shoes and stockings: 
and, if they will be content to wear rags, like the 
spinners and weavers of England, they may make 
cloths end stuffs for all parte of the world. 

** Farther, if my countrymen should ever wish 
for the honor of having amongthem a gentry enor- 
mously wealthy, let them sell their farms and pay 
‘racked rents; the scale of the landiords wiil rise, 
as that of the tenants is depressed, who will soon 
become poor, tattered, dirty, and abject itn spirit. 

Had I never been in the American Colonies, bat 
were to form my judgment of civil society by what 
I bave lately seen, I should never advise a nation 
of savages to admit of civilization, for I assure you 
that, in the possession and enjoyment of lise, com- 
pared to these people. every indianis a gentleman, 
and the effect of this kind of civil society seems to 
be, the depressing multitades below the savage 
state, that a few may be raised above it.“ 

In a letter to Sir Epwarp Newznxam, 
dated Passy, France, May 27, 1779, Faanx- 
LIN wrote: 

I received some time since a letter from a per- 
son at Belfast, informing me that a number of peo- 
pie in those parte were desirous of going to setile 
in America, if passports could be obtained for 
them and their effects. I shall always be ready to 
affora every assistance and security in my power to 
such undertakings. I We have in this letter of

When the terms of peace between England 
and America commanded consideration in 
Paris, the representatives of the former coun- 
try had the audacity to propose that the 
Tories in America who had lost their estates 
by confiscation should be indemnified. Dr. 
Frivxiyy turned the argument neatly on 
the English Commissioners by quoting the 
precedents in Ireland. He said: 

The majority of examples in your history are 
on the other side of the question. All the estates 
in Bngland end soutn of Scotland, and most ot 
those possessed by the descendants of the English 
in Ireland, are held from ancient confecations 
made vf the estates of Caledonians and Britons, the 
original possessors in your island, or, thd native 
Irish in the last century only.”

Com- 
modore Srxwanr was born in Philadelphia, 
of Irish parents, in 1778, and died in 1869, 
After service ina merchant vessel he was 
made a Lieutenant in the navy when only 20 
yeers of age. Two years latter he com- 
manded the Experiment, and cruised with 
great success against the French privateers. 
In 1818 he was made commander of the 
frigate Constitution, and won many laurels 
during the war with Great Britain. 
conspicuous among the naval heroes of the 
United States. His daughter was the mother 
of Mr. Cams Pam, now a member 
of the British Parliament, and who comes 
to this country on this mission, He is an 
Irishman of American descent. He has sis- 
ters and other relatives who reside in 


the United States, and has visited this coun- | 


try, socially, several times. That he will 
meet a cordial welcome can hardly be doubt- 
ed. He appeals to the countrymen of his 
mother, and as the descendant of an eminent 
American naval commander. He comes on a 
mission of justice and peace, asking the in- 
fluence of a free people in behalf of a race 
remorselesly condemned to squalid poverty 
and denied the possession of the land they 
must cultivate or perish, Muu describes 
their condition as one of slavery, without 
the ameliorating obligations which rest upon 
the slaveholder.. He comes to invoke the 
public opinion of America against the per- 
petuation of the feudal land system of Ire- 
land, which for two hundred years has re- 
duced that country to beggary and pauper- 
ism. He comes, also, to ask bread for the 
homeless, houseless, evicted tenants of the 
land. Such an advocate, on such a mission, 
should be greeted with cheering bearts and 
full hands.

In Germany the silver thaler 
remains a legal-tender, and has never lost its 
equal value as coin with gold. In England 
there are $90,000,000 of silver m circu- 
lation as a. legal-tender in all pay- 
ments that are over $10, and, though 
its bullion ‘value is notoriously less than 
that of gold coin, it has never had less pur- 
chasing power than the ‘gold coin of equal 
coin value. Will the Wisconsin name any 
country where bi-metalism is established by 
law where the silver coin has a less purchas- 
ing power than the gold coin of equivalent

The heroic lad, t 
losing bis presence of mind, ran down the alley 
to a place where a snow bank bad been formed 
by the wind, and rolled bimeelf over and over 
again in the snow until the flames were extin- 
guished. In the meantime Mrs, Taylor bed 
been apprised of her son’s dreadful condition, 
and ran to a door fronting on the alley 
she met the saffering lad coming 4 with 
his clothes still emoking, and his face and hands 
terribly burved. Here t am, mother,“ said he; 

„Pe been very careless, and now I'm all 
burned up.“ Dr. Conner was sum- 
moned, and found that in addition to 
his outward durus, which were not very serious.

Subsequently the car was pulled up 
the when the body was removed to the 
platform, and afterwards to an updertaker’s 
establishment. He was boas 35 years of age. 
His friends at Louisville were notified, and are 
expected “here to-morrow to take charge of the 
body.

AN AWFUL FATE.

Pune, Fa., Dec. 22.—At Mount 
Holly, N. J., near this city, to-day, the dweiling 
of Matthew Gleason, a laboring man living on 
the tenant-farm of James W. Allen, near Erys- 
town, was totally destroyed by fire, bis three 
little children perishing in the flames. Gleason, 
who with his wife slept in an upper story, was 
awakened by a cracking noise and a strong 
smell of smoke.

The 
distracted fatber tried, by means of a pole, to 
raise the window, but withuut avail, and the 
chiidreno perished in his sight. The 7 
sparsely settled. the nearest house being a quar- 
ter of a mile distant. and, before aid could 
arrive, all that remained were a few charred 
beams and a heap of smoking embers. The 
Gleasons were taken care of by sympathizing 
neighbors, and parties went to work at once to 
recover the bodies of the children. When found 
they were burned toacrisp. Of one there re- 
mained but the skull and spine, the two others 
being without bead, arms, or legs. The bones 
were carefully gathered, and will be interred to- 
morrow in one coffin.

THE MILWAUEEZE BREWERY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Mitwavuxes, Wis., Dec. 22.—The fire in the 
malt-bouses and elevatora of the Philip Beat 
Brewing Compapy’s Empire Brewery, brief an- 
polncement of which was telegraphed to Tus 
TRIBUNE at 2a. m., began either ia the office or 
directly in the rear of the office, which had re- 
centiy been removed to the lower floor front of 
the old walt-house, at twenty minutes to 12 
o'clock. Police Officer Keller bad but just 
passed the brewery when be heara thecrs of 
fire, und, locating it, be at once ran to Box 342 
to turn ip an alarm. He found that his key 
would not enter the keyhole. Thinking that the 
latter bad become filled with sleet and ice 
storm, de began picking into 
it with his knife and drew forth a wad of cotton 
that had been rammed in as firmly as possible. 
Althougt thig cave proof of incendiarism as the 
origin of the fire, the officer, in his baste and 
excitement, threw the cotton away, instead of 
preserving it, a¢ he should have done. The peal 
of the fresh alarm reacbed the ears of the fire- 
men as they were getting ready to leave the 


in contact with the fire, and ei- High-School, where the entire Department bad 


worked for tuily two hours. Two steamers that 
were ready to start were ordered to hasten 
to the spot as quickly as possible, and 
the order passed to the others to follow as soon 
as they could pick up. Tous the entire force 
were on the way to the pew conflagration withia 
ten minutes’ time. The steamers first to reach 
the scene broucht streams to bear upon the of- 
fice, which wae all ablaze, with such good effect 
that the boys Dewan to congratulate themselves 
that the fire had been checked. They did pot 
dream of the spouts and shafts, in the rear of 
the office, which led to the upper floors of the 
building, and served as favorit runways for the 
vicious flames. 

NEITHER DID A THOUGHT OF INCENDIARISM, 
and the possibility that fires had been started at 
half a dozen different pointe simultaneously, 
enter their minds until a length of fully 700 
feet of flames reared their forked tongues high 
in the air with deflant effrontry. Then the 
whole truth burst apoa them in its fulleat force, 
and they began to look about anxiously for the 
arrival of the remainderof the steamers. Un- 
fortupately, several of them had got stalled at the 
foot of the bill, and required relays of horses to 
move them to we front. Tois involved a loss of 
much precious time, but it is doubtfu) whether 
speedier work would have been of any avail, as 
the fire had possession of the different malt- 
houses and elevator structures simultaneous! vy, 
and to such an extent that their total destruc 
tion, which culminated three bours later, was 


rendered inevitable. 
THE BUILDINGS DESTROYED 
were what is known as the old malt-bouse, 
running north and south through the centre of 
the massive pile of brewery buildings, the new 
malt-bouse, running from the centre of the pile 
west to Teath street, and the new elevator and 
store-house for barley, which formed the arms 
of a T across the west end of the malt-house for 
a distance of 208 feet on Tenth street. South 
of these structures, at the southwest corner of 
Tenth and Chestnut streets, is ano her malt- 
bouse in process of erection, which escaped 
damage except to the north wall. On the 
porth, interposed between the malt-house and 
the extensive stables. is an iron-ciad ice-bouse, 
whieb also escaped destruction, though the beat 
of the fre may bave meited some of the ice yet 
stored therein. East of the burning — 
a~e the brewery proper, the wasb-house, and 
an ice-house of huge proportions. To 
save these structures, the efforts of 
the firemen were concentrated with 
such success that they 
even badly scorched, alth 
bore the heat and flames ip that direction. 
labors performed by the firemen were *. 
superhuman, yet it was not until 40’clock in 
the morning they had the fullest assurance 
of the success of their efforts to get control of 
the fre so as to confine it to the buildings in 
whicb it originated. 
THE AMOUNT OF MALTED AND UNMALTED BAR-

' THB SCENES 
during the progress of the conflagration were 
decidedly beautiful and enlivening. The Jurid 
giare of the flames illuminated the skies so as 
to be distinguishable man miles away from the 
city. The sight of torrente of variey pouring 
into the street througu the burnt bottoms of 
the bins was soch an one as is rarely witnessed, 
and elicited exclamations of wondrous admira- 
tion from the lookers-on. To ¢ap the climax, 
an almost Minding fall of snow added to the 
marvelous beanty of the scene above the burn- 
ing cauldrons of grain. 

This farenoon fifty men were set at work 
shoveling barley out of the bins so that the fire- 
men can make effectual work of extinguisbing 
the last sparks of the disastrous blase. Three 
steamers are ou the ground pour streams 
of water udon the burning ruins continually. 

While ene about the fire Jack Hermann, 
truckman of Hook and Ladder No. 1. suffered 
a contusion of the back that will disable him 
for several days. 

During the progress of the conflagration the 
chemical engine bad to be dispatched to stop a 
fresh outbreak in the High-Scbool Building; and 
ano her portion of the Department bad to be 
detached for se in the extreme northwest- 
ern part of v, where a small carpenter- 
shop succutabed to the match of an incendiary.

The six-days’ go-ag-you-please race between 
Guyon, Crossland, Dobler, and the colored man,

terday. The stakes are reasonable,—§200 a 
corner,—and, as the man going the greatest dis- 
tance gets the bulk of the gate money, there is 
every reason to expect an exciting and credit- 
abie contest, as three of the men are known to 
be pedestrians of the first class. The racing is 
confined to twelve hours per dsy,—those be- 
tween noon and midnight,—thereby avoiding 
the prostration which must inevitably follow 
when men seek to travel during sixteen hours 
in every twenty-four.

Rach man’s score is kept ona 
separate dial, and every lap and mile marked in 
plain figures as soon asitis made, From the 
start yesterday Guyon and Dobler were in the 
lead, and indulged in frequent spurts of run- 
ning which carried them still turther away from 
the others. .There was no change in the relative 
positions of the men during the evening, the 
score at 12 o’clock being: Dobler, 71 miles 8 
laps ; Guyon, 67 miles 10 laps; Crossland, 59 miles 
13 laps; Pierce, 55 miles 18 laps. Twenty-two 
laps are required to make a mile. On the 
fiftty-fourth mile Guyon fainted on the track. 
He was removed to his room, and after an 
interval of five minutes resumed bis running.

OOUNTERFEITERS 


The Police Succeed in Arresting 
Three legitimate 
Coiners. 


All Their Tools and Some of the Bogus 
Staff Included in the 
Seizure.

Records of the Three Men- 
How the Seizure Was 
Made. 


A trio of dangerous characters were cleverly 
captured by the police early yesterday morning 
in their den, and caught with all the implements 
and products of their nefarious occupation of 
counterfeiting.~ As the Government seldom 
deals leniently with this class of offenders, it is 
fair to presume that Arthur Webster, alias 
Anderson, Frank, alias Pointer,“ Harris, 
and John, alias Kid.“ Murphy, will not figure 
in the criminal calendar for some time 
to come. The mille in United States Courts 
grind slow, but, with such raseals in the hop- 
per, they grind exceedingly small. It may be 
a year perhaps before the case is finally disposed 
of and the trio are sent on their sorrowing way 
to the State Prison. The arrest of the gang is 
not, as usual, done by the argus-eyed Govern- 
ment special agents, but is the work of the 
“best police force the city ever had. 

THE STORY OF THE CAPTURE 
as furnished to the press must be taken as ever 
witha grain of salt. It may crop out in a few 
days who the ‘give-away’ was, and the true 
story of the manner in which the counter- 
feiters put themselves into the power of one 
who betrayed the trust reposed in him may 
possibly crop out also.

Arthur was a witness in this case, which was 
ended by his colored master receiving a year in 
the Penitentiary. ‘The boy was frequently ar- 
rested in these days, and was quite notorious. 
Subsequently Artbur’s parents and his uncle’s 
family moved into houseson West Taylor street, 
in the immedfate neighborhood of which Super- 
intendent O’Donneil now lives, as he did then. 
Arthur’s father was and is yet a veteri- 
pary surgeon, and his uncle is James 
Fish, a chemist and druggist. It was 
while living in this peighborhood that 
Webster was arrested along with Matt Schier, 
since reformed, and others, who were mixed up 
in the robberies of the Star Union Line. At 
the time of the great fire Webster had been 
lying fora long time in the Armory asa wit- 
ness either in these robberies or some similar 
case.

THREE MOST INTERESTING TOOLS 
were a combination saw and screw-driver or 
chisel, and an extension-bit which could be 
graduated to bore a hole two inches in diameter.

SOME IMPORTANT TAX LAW. it 

Judge Taley yesterday decided the case of 
William M. Bailey and others vs. Asahel Gage, 
involving some questions of interest as to tax- 
titles. The complainants claimed title to Lots 
91 and 92 in Rawson’s Subdivision in the W. i 
of the N. E. 4 of Sec. 14, 39, 13, under the will 
of Sarah B. Eaton, and filed a bill to remove a 
cloud on their title, caused by a tax-deed in 
favor of Gage. The first question raised was as 
to whether complainants had shown sufficient 
title to maintain their bill. 
was not necessary to showa perfect title ina 
suit like the present. The complainants, being 
in possession in good faith under «a 
deed purporting to convey the prop- 
erty, had sufficient title to maintain 
the billas against one claiming the property 
uoder an apparently valid, ‘but in illegal, 
tax-title. It was entirely immateriai, as far as 
the defendant was concerned, that there might 
be some person who had a better titie than 
complainants, for it did not follow that such 
person would ever assert such better title. 

But the more important question was as to 
the validity of the tax-deed. That was issued 


on three certificates based on judgments for 
the State, county, towa, and other taxes for 
1877 and other years. It was admitted no per- 
sonal notive was given, nor by publication of the 
sales for taxes or of the time when the time for 
redemption would expire, but the lote were un- 
occupied at the time, and moreover were not 


question was an important one, as itt 
was not the custom of tax-buyers to give any 
notice, as above mentioned, in cases where the 
land was vacant at the time of the sale, and 
was not taxed iu any name. The Constitution 
of 1848 provided for notice to be given to the 
person in whose name the land was listed, per- 
sonally if a resident of the county, and by pub- 
lication if a non-resident, and the Constitution 
ot 1870 enacted the same provisions substantial- 
ly but less minutely. In 1872 the General Rey- 
enue law was passed, providing for the giving of 
similar notices, evidently with the intent of 
carrying into effect the constitutional pro- 

vision. It escaped the notice of the 
law-makers that the provision of the Constitu- 
tion of 1870, as to the persons to whom notice 
was to be given, was much broader than 
that of the Constitution of 1848. The 
former expressly guaranteed its owners and 
parties interested in the land the right of re- 

demption, and for notice of tax-sales, ete., to 
be given to such owvers and parties interested, 
while the Constitution of 1848 required no such 
guarantee. Notice to the occupant or assessee 
was not the natice to the owner or person inter- 
ested, as required by the present Constitution. 
In the present case there was no occupant and 
no assessee, and the Legislature has. clearly 
failed to provide by law that the complainants 
who were owners and persons interested should 
have any notice of any kind. But the 
| provision of the Constitution was intended to 
provide that the right to notice should exist; 
that no person’s estate should be taken from 
him except after notice givenof the sale and 
of the time when the right of re- 
demption would expire, leaving to the 
Legisiature to provide by law the manner of 
giving the notice, and what should constitute 
reasonable notice. The right of redemption 
was guaranteed to owners and all persons in- 
terested, and the Legislature was imperatively 
required to provide for reasonable notice of the 
sale, etc. Ali constitutional provisions bearing 
on the right of private property as against the 
exercise of the powers of taxation were to be 
liberally construed to protect private rights. 
The Constitution conferred the right to notice 
before any citizen could be deprived of the 
right to redeem, and was self-executing so far 
as conferring the right to notice was concerned, 
but legislative action was necessary to deter- 
mine the kind of notice. The Supreme Court 
of Illinois bad gone farther than any other 
court ia the Union in holding constitutional 
provisions self-cxevuting, and the above con- 
clusion was fully in aceord with its decisions on 
other constitutional provisions of the Constitu- 
tion of 1870. 

It would seem to follow, then, that the Con- 
stitution of 1870, having guaranteed to all own- 
ers and persons interested in land the right of 
redemption from all sales for taxes, and also 
the right of notice of such sales and of the 
time when the right of redemption would ex- 
pire, that no tax-deed could issue under the law 
of 1872 which would cut off the right of re- 
demption except in cases where the occupant 
was the only owner and the only person in in- 
terest. The Legislature having wholly failed 
to provide for the giving of notice in a 
case like the ee where the 
was vacant an was not assessed in 
the name of any person, the right of redemption 
from the tax sales mentioned in the bill still 
existed in favor of the owners and parties iuter - 
ested, and consequently the taz-deed was issued 
illegally. It was therefore a cloud on com- 
piainant’s title, and they were entitled to a de- 
cree to have it removed.

Ouray Prevails upon the White River Cul~ 
prits to Surrender—But Jack Decides to 
Join Sitting Ball. 

Los Pos Agrncy, Col., Dec. 20, via Laks 
City, Dec. 22.—Chief Ouray has just arrived 
from the camp of the White River Utes, and an- 
nounces to the Government Commission here 
that he was unable to effect a surrender of the 
prisoners demanded by the Commissioners. 
Ouray has given the White River Utes until the 
23d inst. to deliver up the prisoners. This is 
tis ultimatum, and if is not complied with by 
that time he will call for Government troops 
and assist them ina war against Chief Dougiass 
and his tribe. 

Quray says that the feeling is very strong 

t giving up the murderous Indians, anc he 
is e opinion that the war faction will prevail. 

Ouray has done all in his power to carry out 
the peace policy of the Government, and, hay- 
ing failed, is ready to assist the War Depart- 
ment whenever it shall commence operations 
against the guiity people of his tribe. 

Los Pinos Agency, Dec. A, via Laks Crrr, 
Col., Dec. 22.—Ouray informs the Commission 
that the Indians have accepted his ultimstum. 
Gen. Hatch is ready to leave with the prisoners, 
but is compelled to await the arrival of Sower- 
wick, who is on bis way from Grand River to ac- 
company the Chiefs to Washington as a repre- 
sentative of the White River Utes. Jack was 
also selected by Ouray to represent that tribe, 
but his heart fails him, and he declines the trip, 
fearing arrest.

Auction Sale of Seats Last Evening—Spirited 


Competition—A Decided Financial Success 


~The Premiums Foot up $4,000. 

Fully 1,000 persons assembled last night in 
the auditorium of the new Central Music Hall 
to bid for seats in Prof. Swing's Central Cnurch. 
Mr. W. A. Batters acted as auctioneer, and 
briefly explained the modus operandi, and said 
that the premiums paia would go to certain 
charities. These premiums simply gave the 
successful bidder a choice of seats, every pew- 
bolder being required to pay the regular price 
as laid down iu the schedule already printed in 
Tun Trisvuns. First on the list of the charities 
came the three Sunday-schools and missions 
connected with the Central Church, then 
the benevolent fund and the organ fund of tne 
church, and then the Foundlings’ Home, St. 
Luke’s Hospital, and other purely benevolent 
organizations. 

A posse of clerks and secretaries had been en- 
gaged, and elaborate preparations made for 
handling the business of the evening, bat all 
the efforts of these gentiemen failed to keep up 
with the bidding, and the proceedmgs were de- 
cidedly chaotic. The bidding was spirited, so 
much so that at times it looked as if there was 
going to be a row over some of the seats, but 
in the end everything was happily ar- 
ranged, and something like $4,000 was real- 
ized as bremiums. This amount will probably 
be digided among the different societies, organ- 
izati and hospitals, for * a small propor- 
tion of the bidders specified where they wanted 
their money to go, As it-turned out, the 
Cashier (George B. Uarpenter) was unable to 
give actual figures as to the amount realized, 
and nothing was known about the proposed dis- 
tribution of the money. 

Shortiy after 8 p. m. the auctioneer offered 
for sale the first choice of boxes on thesmnain 
floor. The first bid was $25, the naxt $50, and 
the third $65. Then the bidding jumped to $100, 
$110, $115, $140, and $150,

New York, Dec. 23.—A Herald Washington 
special says: Various reports telegraphed from 
Philadelphia to different parts of the country 
representing the alleged siate of general 
agreement among Republican leaders in 
favor of the renomination of Grant 
for a third term are ridiculed dy 
well-informed people here, as evident fabrica- 
tions of Grant people, who find themselves so 
much weaker than they hoped that they at- 
tempt to impose on the creduiity of the coun- 
try by false news. Your correspondent speaks 
from positive knowledge in making the state- 
ments which follow: 

Fi tary Sherman has always been 
opposed a third term, and is now as 
strongly opposed to i as ever. He 
does not and will not support the move- 
ment to make Gen. Grant the Republican 
Presidential candidate. He holds that it would 
be a mistake in Gen. Grant to allow bis name to 
be brought forward; and he believes that Grant 
would be a weak candidate for the party, and 
that his pomination would make defeat highly 
probable, if not certain. 

Mr. Sherman is a Presidential candidate him- 
self: His friends believe him to possess great 
strength; and he will not in any case give up 
his candidacy or give his strength and influence 
to Gen. Grant. Any pretense that Sherman 
or his friends have surrendered, or mean to, or 
will surrender to the Grant movement, is 

A FALSBHOOD 
put forward by those pushing the Grant move- 
ment in order to delude the public into the be- 
lief that they are strong, when, in fact, they 
are weak. 

Second—The recently-developed weakness of 
the Grant movement in the Northwest has 
alarmed the Grant men, and they see with an 
open appeal to party support they will make no 
show.

The recently published “Diary of a Puolie 
Man has been useful in bringing out distinctly 
the secret negotiations conducted by Mr.

las, and there is more of criticism in bis 
writing than io the contemporary letters of Mr. 
Stanton, which have given rise to this dis- 
cussion. It is clear that the diary aad the let- 
ters reflect the opinions, the 1 and fears, of 
conservative public men of the day. 


The Republican party bad never before been 


charged with the responsibility of government, 
and the sew President was a man without ex- 
perience in affairs. Is it strange that good men, 
who koew something of the dangers abead, of 
the difficulties in organizing a new Govern- 
ment with inexperienced men (for that was 
really what was required), were filled with 
dread of the futare? The greatness of Abraham 
Lincoln can now be * measured; but con- 
temporary judgments, which are pretty sure to 
be wrong, are such as are formed by surround- 
ing circumstances, and the imperfect light that 
penetrates through the smoke of the battle of 
life. it may not prove unacceptable to the reader 
to offer in this connection a few brief extracts 
from the Dlary of a Public Man,“ as they will 
help us to a right understanding of the letters 
of Mr. Stanton. 

When Mr. Lincoln was en route for Washing- 
ton, he was given a breakfast in New York. Mr. 
Barney and Mr. Aspinwall told the Public 
Man that Mr. Lincoln make a bad impression. 
His own impressions were not favorable; and, 
when the night-ride to Washington was made, 
matters grew worse: 

Even with the brief glimpse I got in New York 
of Mr. Lincoln, I am slow to believe in his being so 
weak and yulgar 4 man as this performance indi- 
cates; andl am satisfied that some extraordinary 
couse must have been exerted u him to make 

m do a thing which, at that time, would have 
been deplorable and scandalous, and which ap- 
pears to me, happening at this moment, to 
nothing less than calamitous. 

I asked Senator Douglas how it could have been 
possible for anybody to persuade Mr. Lincoln into 
such a suicidal act, unless be is a lamentably weak 

ble character. 

No, he is not that, sir. was his reply, but 
he is eminently aman of he atmosphere which 
surrounds him. He has not yet got out of Spring- 
field, sir. He has Springfield people with him. 
He does not know that he is President-elect of the 
United States, sir. He does not see that the 
shadow he casts is any bigger now than it was last 

ear. It will not take him long to find t out when 

e has got established in the White House. Lut 
he has not found it ont yet. 

We have next graphic descriptions of the 
strife between Chase and Seward, and the effort 
of each to exclude the other from the Cabinet: 
of the skill with which Mr. Lincoin settied the 
matter; of the evil influence of the Blairs; and 
of the strange, humorous way in which the un- 
known man from the West would put aside or 

suive perplexing problems. But nevertheless 
there continued to arise the spectre Doubt.

An Englishman's Evil Opinion of Wisconsin. 
London Times, Dec. 6. 

Nzegenan, Winnebago Co., Wis., U. 8., No- 
vember, 1879.—Zo the Editor of the London 
Times—3in: I am an old tenant of the late Lord 
Petre, on the Thorndon estate, in Essex, and 
came out bere at the time of Sir Robert Peel’s 
free-trade measures—thirty years since. This 
was a bad country in those davs. We hardly 
knew we had any Government to support. Tares 
were low and everything else in proportion. Now 
everything is changed—a hich tariff, and taxes 
at least trebled, and grain about the same price. 
As I take in your weekly eaition, I thought it 
would not be out of the way for me to jot down 
a few notes for the English farmers who may 
think of coming out here to con over, supposing 
the English farmers cannot make business pay 
where they are. I will take Canada, as being 
the neares’ colony, as a comparison. The farmer 
coming here will have to pay from one-third to 
one-half more for all his implements, groceries, 
dry goods, and hardware, together with, 1 think 
more taxes, State and National, than he would 
in Canada West, and would be from 500 to 1,000 
miles nearer to market in Canada than be would 
be here. 

Now, what the inducement is for farmers to 
come here while they have the whole range of 
the English colonies open to them is more than 
I can see, and if, after thirty years’ stay bere, I 
might give my advice to the men I still eon- 
sider I belong to, it would be to go where they 
will find Engiish customs, and, above all, 
English laws to protect them, 

With respect to the farm bands, I will take a 
man, his wife, and three children. The most 
that suchaman could get as wages would be 
$12 a month for eight months out of the twelve. 
During the other four, if he could earn bis 
board it would be all he could do; and as there 
aré no cottages in the rural districts, he would 
have to hire a house some eight or ten miles 
from his work with his family, at a cost of trom 
$3 to $5 per month. After calculating the cost 
of keeping his family in town, lam inciined 
to think he will not better himself much by 
coming out here. You see, such is the abomina- 
bie tariff we have here that if @ work- 
ing man wants a pair of flannel shirts he has to 
pay at least for three, and everything else in 

portion. Even in the article of bread there 
no standard weight, and they get up a light, 
spongy loaf in the towne to sell, which, if caleu- 
lated by weight,is dearer than in Englana. 
Even the fresh meats are sold for less in Liver- 
pool than the retail prices here; add to which 
we have no analytical chemists out here, and it 
is a quite commos thing to sell parched peas 
and Barley for coffee, and pretty much every- 
thing else about on the same scale. 

I see by the papers here they are expecting 
the English farmers out herein shoals, with 
money in their pockets. That is exactly what 
they want, and such visitors will have every at- 
tention shown them. They will get free passes 
on the rail, and a man will be sent 
with them to show the land, which 
wil! be likely enough from fifty to 100 miles 
distant from what they see, and after buying 
they will nud out they have the whole local 
taxes to pay, as the railroad lands are exempt 
from all taxation. It is useless bere to expect 
any abatement in the import duties, as I see 
from a speech of Mr. Bisine’s in Ohio that he 
advocates an increased duty, and 1 think he 
stands the best chance of being the next Presi- 
dent, unless we are to have another turn of 
what is called Grautism. 

Strange as it may seem, while it is the inter- 
est of all these Western States to have free 
trade, they are all for what tney call protection 
at least their Legislatures are, who are owned 
by corporations aud ringe,“ as we call them. 

Now, you can make any use of this snort let- 
ter you think best, as my only object ts to dis- 
abuse my countrymen of any extravagant ideas 
they may have of. this country. 1 remain 
yours, WII F. JENKYNS.

volume of 600 pages, Which an the world may 
read; it has thus vindicated its independence 
and the exclusively scientific purpose of its 
labors. Its decisions do not fear the light, and 
the great public, the final arbiter, will appreciate 
the value of the discussions of a Congress 
which called together an elite of engineers, of 
statisticians, and of learned men of every 
sort, which invited before it the authors of all 
the several plans, discuss their idbors at 
great length, and especially the very remarkable 
oues of Americans, which elicited the admira- 
tion of all the members. It is only necessary to 
read over the report of all the conferences, that 
monument of science which the delegates of all 
nations helped to erect during the fortnight de- 
voted to the study of the Interoceanic Caeal, 
to see with what impartiality, with what atten- 
tion, with what fitness for the work the various 
Lrojects were examined, and the care which was 
taken to compare them, and the important vo- 
sition occuviea by the American representatives. 
These gentlemen were received with the great- 
est cordiality and treated with the highest dis- 
tinction, the Congress accorded to them the 
fullest. opportunity for presenting the results of 
their investigations and their plang. which.

“Tf the researches of the United States ex- 
in many resdects so well worthy of con- 
sideration, aid not furnish a practical solution 
of the question, it is because in the United 
States the new conditions which have been 
created by the great fact of steam navigation 
have not been sufficiently considered; in this in- 
stance the country which has always been the 
advance leader in reform has forgotten its own 
traditions. in the examination made of differ- 


ent projects in the United States the only blau 


thought of bas deen to make use of inland 
waters for constructing a maritime canal, and 
they have entirely neglected to study the 
methods by which they would secure a constant 
Jevel of sea water for the purpose of navigation 
in a channel cut from one ocean to the other. At 
the present day, however, when large steam 
vessels are in use, the lo t of which reaches 
140 metres, it is impossible that sucha canal 
should follow the course of rivers which 
have very sharp * * it is therefore 
necessary to make e ‘lines of such a 
canal nearly straight, or at least with curves 
baving a us of not less than 2,000 metres. 
Hence it would be impossible, in the waters of 
Central America, to build a canal with lines 
sufficiently straight for the reception of these 
great steam vessels, whose dimensions, on the 
other hand, could not de seriously restricted. 
In former times navigation was carried on in 
sailing vessels, and i: is well known that the 
Americans, whose steam marine is pot as yet 
greatly developed, bave heretofore endeavored 
to discover a passage ac the isthmus suite- 
bie for sailing vessels. It was with this view 
that they directed attention to the Nicaragua 
Canal, which. seemed to be the point best 
adapted to navigation by sailing vessels from 
the fact that there is in the interior of that 
country ab inexhaustible reservoir ia the Lake 
of Nicaragua, so that their first conception was 
based upon the old methods of navigation. But 
in our time the Suez Canal has contributed its 
experience. When 1 began my investigation of 
that enterprise the average tonnage of vessels 
going from India to Europe was 500 tons. We 
now bave vessels of 5,000 tons, which carry up- 
ward of 2,000 persons. 
THE TRUE PLAN. 


“Tt is obvious, therefore, that, as navigation 
bas itself changed, and as sailing vessels have 
come to occupy a very subordinate position in the 
higher ocean marine, a canal suited to the mari- 
time conditions of the present day is an abso- 
lute necessity. The experience of the Suez 
Canal proves that the plan adopted in its con- 
struction was the true one. The old-fashioned 
sailing veseels cannog carry great cargoes of 
merchandise. It is for this reason that vessels 
have been lengthen edc. . The easiest and 
the shortest point of navigable transit is there- 
fore indispensable. Nicaragua Canal does 
not fulfill these conditions. Although the route 
of it is not across the wildest, still it traverses 
nearly the widest portion of the isthmus; it is 
295 kilometres long, with twenty-one locks. 
However suitable it micht have deen when only 
sailing vessels were employed, to endeavor to 
avail of inland waters for the construction of a 
maritime canal, we must, at the present day, 
when the use of steam bas led to the lengthening 
ot vessels to an extent before unprecedented, 
couform to the exigencies of that species of nav- 
igation. Twenty years ago nobody supposed 
that there would ever be vessels 140 metres 
long; nevertheless, the engineers who con- 
structed the Suez Canal foresaw the importance 
of curves of large radius, and it is by means of 
these that the largest ships are enabled to tray- 
erse it with ease.“ 

OPPOSES LOCKS. 

M. De Lesseps expresses himself as opposed to 
locks, and he then gives bis reason for that op- 
position: 

“At Bordeaux, for example, a magnificent 
floating dock for large packet-boats has just 
been completed. it bas one lock, admirab! 
constructed at the Creusot Iron ‘Works. 
single person can operate the gates at the eu- 
trance and at the outlet; the gates are opened 
by a depth of water of eicht or eigbt and a 
half metres; it is a vast improvement; and yet, 

reat as it is, the Congo, of the Transatlantic

I desire to be 
alone; wher capital comes to be enlisted in it, 
the owners of that capital will administer it 
themselves through their proper representa- 
tives. Tell me what you wish. You have in- 
curred certain expenses; others have joined 
you in the expectation of making money. State 
your claims and Iwill dave them examined by 
my legal advisers, upon whose counsels 1 have 
relied inall the business of the Suez Canal. 
Whatever they decide that 1 ought to give, I 
pil give you.’

REALIZATION OF A DREAM. 

% Since then we have sent engiaeers to the 
Isthmus with apparatus for sounding and with 
everything else necessary for making the inves- 
tigations which are being prosecuted and the 
labors of which | propose to complete by means 
of the International Commission already men- 
tioned. ‘Theshour is come for the realization of 
what has for a long time been only a dream 
the opening of the Isthmus. The decision of 
the Congress, which has performed one of the 
most useful of public services, cannot fail to be 
speedily carried into execution; for who is there 
te oppose the opening of the Panama Canal, a 
work so important, as I have above demoo- 
strated it to be, to the commerce of the world? 
Certainly‘not the United States,—that great Na- 
tion,—which, with its practical sense, under- 
sands better than any other the importence and 
usefulness for all mankind, and especially for 
itself, of this new maritime highway across the 
Isthmus, in binding together tbe Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts, and in giving a new impulse to 
its National prosperity. 

AMERICAN UMBRAGB. 

“Certain American interests, it is true, ba 
taken umbrage; the railways already projected, 
or in process of construction, and which are in- 
tended to unite the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, 
have had a momentary alarm, but reflection has 
led them to see how foolish and chimerical their 
fears have been. These lines barely suffice for 
transportation such as it exists to-day; what 
will that transportation be when, under the in- 
fluence of the canal, the intervening sections of 
country shall become more populous and devel- 
oped, and afford to the transcontinental railways 
which serve them greater opportunities of long 
carriage! It should be remembered that just 
in proportion as the avenues of communication 
increase, so fas from injuring each other they 
give rise to new industries and to an enlarged 
commercial activity; and that they thus create 
a new current of business capable of affordin 
to them the necessary support. The Uni 
States have only to cast their eyes over the vast 
network of railways which they already pos- 
sess in order to verify the truth of this 
„ It is, moreover, to be re- 
membered that railways and cauals are support- 
ed by tne carriage of different species of mer- 
chandise,—prodacts of great value and small 
hulb voluntarily selecting the more rapid chan- 
nel of the railway, while other products choose 
the maritime highway. 

TWO IMPORTANT QUESTIONS. 

The important bearing which the Iuteroceauic 
Canal has on the commerce of the United States 
has very naturally attracted the public atten- 
tion of that country to two points worthy of 
consideration: First, the nationality of the 
canal, and, second, the share which the great 
American Republic should have in its adminis- 
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point, the answer is easy.

MADAME VELASQUEZ. 


The Ridiculous Story Which Investigator 
Glover Swallowed.

I was calling the other evening on a friend at 
a well-known boarding-house here, when he 
suddenly broke out with: 

By the way, there's a lady up-stairs whom 
you ought to see, a character, indeed.”

May I ask what became of the several millions 
you received, Mme. Velasquez?’’ 

“* Certainly,” she said; ‘I soent it ali in buy- 
ing war vessels for the Confederacy. I organ- 
ized the only navy that Mallory ever had.“ 

I have not yet been to 4 Notary’s with the 
lady. Her story is too preposterous for cop- 
sideration. Ste is far from being an idiot, for 
she is very brisk and alert in conversation, and 
she does not talk like a lunatic—but lunatics 
seldom do, I believe. But remember that this 
utterly impossible yarn was swallowea whole 
by Glover, Chairman of one of the chief com- 
mittees of the Democratic party, and then no 
longer wonder at the fatuity which has followed 
that party like the shadow of doom.

manufacture of linen. An this industry Ireland 
is stili enormogsly ahead of England and Wales, 
if not of Scotland. In the race with the sister 
Kingdomsin other manufactures sbe may ap- 
vear to her own sons hopelesiy< weighted; in 
this she bas bad an excellent start, which should 
have encouraged ber to distance still further 
her Enelish and Scotch competitors. It has not 
done so, however, and the apathy that has been 
— ey of late years, both in the growth 
and manufacture of flax, is the most 
deplorable feature of the present unprosperous 
state of the Irish textile industries. The re- 
turns of 1868 showed a considerable improve- 
ment over the returns of previous years. For 
example, in 1862 there were 100 flax factories in 


to 154; bat the returns for 1878, giving 144 fac- 
tories with 56,342 persons employea in the linen 
industry, show that it has virtually cone back 
to the position it occupied ten years ago. 

BLAX CULTURE IN IRELAND. 

That this falling off has really had very little 
to do with the recent general depression in 
trade may be seen from a giance at the Irish 
agricultural returns.. Never at any time has 
the A flax grown in the country been 
equal to demands of the manufacture. (in 
1869 the produce of the 78 acres under flax 
er ous one-half of the raw materiai that 
the 900,000 spindies consumed. Since that year 
there has been an almost regular decline 
in the cultivatién of the plant. In the current 
year but 128,004 acres bave been sown with it, 
and, though this is aslight increase on the 
growth ef 1878, it would leave 20,000 
tons of flax to be imported. ly this 
deficieney might be made up we pital and 
energy to be thrown into flax farming may be 
at once seen from acomparison of the acreage 
under flax in the four provinces. Of the 229,252 
acres so planted in 1869, 211,002 acres were in 
Ulster; and of the 128,004 acres of fax in the 
current year, 124,610 acres are returned in this 
one province. Ulster is in fact overflaxed, while 

ter, Munster, and Connaught, where the 
soil and climate are equally favorable, hardly 
know the plant. And that this is more so every 
year the returns clearly demonstrate; for, 
whereas in 1860 the three provinces grew 18,134 
acres of flax, in 1879 they grew but 3,304 acres. 
It is true that flax is m ireland a somewhat 
precarious crop; but, like bops in England, one 
good return compensates for two or even three 
bad years; and then bitherto its success or fai)- 
ure have depended less on the season and 
the wenther than on the skill of the 
producer. In this direction—the improve- 
ment of its cultivation—much ba deen 
done of late years by Goyernment. as- 
sis and more still by the admirable in- 
structions of the Flax Extension Association. 
Prizes for scutched flax has been given by the 
A and ruetors in the 


ssociation, inst 
growth and saving of flax bave been suoported 
by Government grants. The result is, that, 
whereas in 1860 the yield of flax per statute 
acre all over Ireland was twenty stone six 
pounds, in 1878 it had increased to thirty-one 
stone seven pounds per statute acre. That, 
with this experierce and this promise, the 
acreage under flax this year should be hardly 
more than half what it was ten years ago is in- 
deed dishéartening. 
COTTON MANUFACTURES. 


The cotton manufacture is the most modern 
of the important industries of Ireland. It did 
not make its footing in the country until 
1777; but, meeting with exceptional favor at 
the hands of tne Engtish Legislature, its early 
career was a tolerably prosperous one. In 1778 
Lord North’s government admitted Irish cot- 
ton goods duty free into Great Britain, and 
the isddustry being protected by. both 
bounties and import duties for some 
time was able to monopolize the home 
trade. The system ot protection was 
withdgawn in 1816, and the’ Irish cotton 
manufacture decayed. During the last twenty 
years its existence has beena check one, 
some years mak ing little starts and bounds, and 
then as rapidly losing the ground that had been 

ned. Ascompared with the manufacture in 

reat Britain its position in 1878 was as follows: 
In England and Wales there were 2,579 cotton 
factories, driving 42,640,309 spindles, working 
489,960 power-looms, and employing 451,508 per- 
sons; in Seotland there were 89 factories, 
driving 1,487,858 svindles, working 22,265 power- 
looms, and employing 29,775 persons; and in 
Ireland 6 factories, driving 78.528 spindles, 
working 2,686 power-looms, and giving employ- 
ment to 1,620 persons. Referring to previous 
returns, it will be seen that the present state of 
the cotton industry in Ireland isabout the worst 
ever kaown. In 1868 it possessed nine factories, 
employing 2724 persons; in 1868 thirteen fac- 
tories, employing 4,208 persons; in 1871 the 
number of factories had risen to fourteen, since 
when there has been a marked falling off, un- 
til the manufacture has arrived at its pres- 
ent low ebb. The hemp, jute, . horsehair, 
and hesiery manufactures of ireland are of 
hardly sufficient importance to uire 
a notice. There are five hemp rage gt 
all in Ulster, which give employment to 
persons: six jute faetories, pretty equally 
divided between the four provi which em- 
ploy 992 persons; two hair fac 
Leinster, employing thirty-eight persons, and 
one hosiery factory in ter, with 119 per- 
sons employed. There are at the present 
moment, it appears, no shoddy, felt, elastic, or 
lace-making factories ia the country.

he would blow his brains out. 

Notwithstanding the testimony of all the wit- 
nesses before the Coroner yesterday was calcu- 
lated to show that young au was murdered 
and robbed, the Police Department and 
city employes seem to be determined 
that it shall be called a_ suicide; 
but itis extremely doubtful whether, with all 
their endeavors, they will be abie to convince 
the jury that the man died by his own hands. If 
the police officers would devote the mselves with 
half the energy to bunting down the perpetra- 
tor of the crime that thev areevincing in protect- 
ing him and laying the blame upon this peacefal 
German who lost his life, greater results might 
be looked for. The suicide theory in this case 
is what might be called too thin,“ and, with 
the evidences that exist around them, the peo- 
‘ple will de slow in believing that there is no 
crime committed in Chicago at the present 
time, or that the Police Department is not badly 
disorganized.

To the Editer of The Tribune. 

CurcaGco, Dec. 22.—Noticing the remarks 
made about the Foundlings’ Home in your Sun, 
day’s issue, I am prompted thereby to offer a 
word of criticism on its management. W hile 
this particular charity hasadeep hold on the 
sympathies of the public, it seems to me that 
the plan of relying on offerings in a hand-to- 
mouth sort of fashion is the worst that could be 
adopted. ‘Voluntary offerings’’ sounds well, 
but is more poetical than practical. It may 
work well enough in an English community,— 
as, for instance, George Muller’s home for 
orphans in Bristol, on whose system the Found- 
lings’ Home is evidently modeled,—where the 
charitable people are a numerous clase, and 
have leisure and means, and many of whom spend 
their time looking about for some charity to 
patronize; but in a community like this, whose 
chief characteristic is rush and burry, it is 
scarcely to be expected that the charity that 
waits for their voluntary offerings will receive 
anything at ali in proportion to what it should. 

Certainly no criticism is intended on the noble 
lady who presides over the institution, but with 
the system. Would it not be better to put its 
financial affairs in the hands of a committee who 
could organize this important department of the 
work on sound business principles, and not 
oblige the Matron to buy coal in nhalf-ton lots 
and provisions in small packages, which is

THE METHODISTS. 

The Methodist ministers met in regular week- 
ly session yesterday morulng in their rooms on 
Washington street. The Rev. R. M. Boring pre- 
sided, and the meeting was opened with prayer 
by the Rev. Dr. Hemingway. 

The topic of “ Revivals” was the subject un- 
der discussion, and it was ably bandied in a pa- 
per by Dr. W. C. Willing. The essayist was 
heartily in favor of revivais, as he believed they 
aided the Church in a wonderful measure. He 
thought their success depended upon a posses- 
sion of the Spirit of God, and: be was of the 
opinion that there should be as many revivals 
as there were churches and pastors. Many min- 
isters thought that they were not capable of 
carrying on revival work successfully, but the 
essayist combatted this idea. The great trouble 
with unsuccessiul ministers was that they were 
more worldly than Godly. This, however, they 
did not realize. Dr. Willing then referred at some 


length to Mood 's successes and methods. The 


idea that only certain ministers were fitted for 

revival work was untrue. All who believed in 

and preach the trae Word of God would be 

blessed with success in revivals.. The paper was 

interesting, and was well received. 

P oss subject thea came up for general discus- 
on. 

The Rev. R. B. Pope was the first to respond 
to the call. He believed that the Methodist 
Church was the child of a revival, and that they 
should ail accord these revivais a full measure 
of respect. He said that there were but four 
truths that should be preached ina revival meet- 
ing: first, that such a thing as human depravity 
exists; second, that there should be @ full and 
sufficient atonement; third, the necessity of a 
new birth; and fourth, a possession of the 

irit. A belief in these four trots 
was essential. The attention of men 
should be arrested in all revivals, and this could 
be accomplished placing an old, well- 
wort theme in a new light. That was the secre t 
of the success of great revivalists. The speaker 
believed that there existed some strange psy- 
chological power possessed by these successful 
revivalists which remained a mystery, as often 
unholy men would convert more souls to God 
than the most devout preachers. A man’s 
holiness could not be measured by his emo 
tional influences. 

The Rey. J. M. Caldwell sala those converted 
in revivale were considered the most un- 
stable Christians, but he wished to correct 
the error, as he had never found such to be the 
case in his wide expérience. He referred to un- 
holy meu who were successful as revivalists, 
and believed that, as they preached the truth, 
God bleseed it, and did not consider the uoholy 
instrument. 

The Rev. F. A. Hardin thonght the brothers 
often identified the revival with themselves. 
This was wrong, as there was often a believer in 
the congregation who exerted a wonderful in- 
fluence in the time of revival. 

Dr. Adams related several interesting person- 
al experiences in revival work, and deemed the 
spirituality of the Church highly essential to 


success. 

Dr. Hatfield said that he did not understand 
revivals at all, but that he bel'eved entire devo- 
tion and piety indispensable to a minister. The 
Church should be prepared to take care of its 
converts after conversion, and to keep them in 
the right path. The ministers should not be 
jealous of one another’s success in re vival work 
but they should labor to find their forte, and 
work work for the saving of souls. 

Dr. Willing again took the floor, and spoke at 
some length, explaining the gist of his paper. 
He was talking of true Methodist reviy alists, 
and not impostors. God would tale care of the 
latter. They should unite and work together to 
bring the great City of Chicago to God. 

The Committee of Arrangements reported the 
following subject for next week: Ihe Various 
Phases of the Holy Spirit’s Work in a Revival,“ 
Dr. Hemingway, essayist. The report was 
unanimously adopted.

Suspeuston ofthe St. Petersburg “Goles,” 

The following summary of the article for 
which the Golos hag been suspended for five 
months is supplied py the St. Petersburg corre- 
spofdent of the London Times, who says there 
is some hove that the time of suspension will 
be shortened if the Golos promises to behave 
better in the future: 

“The diarist devotes his first entry on Sun- 
day last to an outburst of complaint regarding 
the enormous rise in the prices of all the neceés- 

of life. Life has become desrer, and still 
people do not value their lives any more. Noth- 
ing but suicides by drowning, shooting, or the 
knife are reported from every side. Even the 
tallow candle has become dearer. Everything 
develops and grows,—why should not prices 
grow? Monday’s entry constitutes a sarcastic 
protest t the threatened abolition of the 
system of election of university Professors and 
the substitution of that of appointment by the 
Government. On Tuesday agriculture is the 
butt of the diarist’s well- aimed sarcasm. More 
than a year ago pew statutes were estab- 
lished for the lower agricultural schools. 
but, as usual, they never emerged 
from the region of project 
theory. Materials enough were amassed by the 
Commission to convince a blind man of the 
necessity of educating the agricultural classes 
of Russia. But this necessity was no novel 
idea. The Commission also believes that it is 
possible to teach agriculture in our national 
schools, but the teacher of a St. Petersburg 
school who once took it into his head to instruct 
bis scholars in natural history brought down 
upon his head the wrath of the press and the 
Territorial Assembly. it is also proposed to 
teach trades in tbe national schools. The Golos 
pext refers to the dishonesty practiced in the 
pecuniary concerns of the commune authorities. 
The press almost entirely ignores the malprac- 
tices and embezzlements which are so common 
in the rural commune. If all the deficits dis- 
closed by the occasional revision of communal 
funds were reckoned up they would amount to 
millions. Threats of torture have been used in 
certain districts as arguments for the conver- 
sion of Stundists to Orthodoxy. Refractory 
members were flegged. One woman named 
Pruskowia Sbimenko, was flogged to within a 
short chance of her life, as testified by med- 
ical evidence. No feeling was stirred in the 
breast of any of the 1,000 witnesses of this bar- 
barous scene,—not even when the poor woman 
cried out in pain, ‘Lora, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do.’ This castigation was 
evidently premeditated, for many of the specta- 
tors were persons who had W come tm 
long distances. Nineteen years will soon urr* 
have passed since the emancipation of the gerte, 
anc during all this time the whip and sei have 
not disappeared from the self-adminisisation of 
the peasant. Such barbarism dee not harmon. 
ize with the respect due to the individual man, 
What do we see? The fiagctialion of Atunchete, 
the burning of witches, e murder of a dumb 
drowning of a drmnkard who in bis cups 
threatened to burp down a Villagwe,~-this ig the 
way in which the Commune exercises its au- 
thority over thé individual, An elder directed 
the auto da fe of the weh, and an elder ordered 
the crue! treatment of the Bryndists. Who 
bold the whip more tovectously ju their bande 
than the elders Of the village communes? The 
first step in poseant reforim e to destroy this 
arbitrary power Over individuals, Sevurday's 
entry is a narrative respecting the Jewish nows- 
paper called Hamelits, which, however, is hardly 
to the point and of little interest.”

There were sufficient attractions to select Chi- 
cago as the locality for the Republican National 
Convention of 1880, aside from purely political

GAMBLING IN THE ARMY. 
New York Times. 


There is a general impression at Washington 
that the soldiers in our frontier forts spend their 


spare time in gambling. Naturally, the Con- 


gressional mind is filled with horror at the 
thought that sinful games should be played by 
‘men in the service of the United States, and 
bills have been introduced by virtuous legisla- 
tors to put a stop vo the practice. The Presi- 
dent is understood to have been greatly pained 
on learning that the officers and men of the 
Federal army are addicted to gambling, and the 
other day, just before the sopointment of a 
new Secretary of War, be called a meeting of 
the Cabinet to discuss the propriety of request- 
ing Mr. McCrary’s successor-éo issue an order 
probibitiog gambling under heavy penalties. 

Mr. Haves opened ings with a 
brief speech, in which, alter a passing allusion 
to the crops of the past s he said that he 
learned that gambling prevailed to a very great 
extent among the troops on the frontier. This 
gambling. the President said, was carried on, 
not only in the usual way by pitching pennies 
and playing marbles to keep, but by a game of 
cards called, if he remembered rightly, *‘ sledge- 
hammer, or “tongs.’’ With this game he 
was glad to say t he was totally unac- 

uainted, but be feared that there was no doubt 
tit was a wicked game, and one which was 
so fascinating that the soldiers would frequently 
sell their Bibles and hymn-books in order to 
raise money with which to play. He wished to 
hear the views of the Cabinet on this subject, 
and their opinion as to the expediency of an 
order from the Department forbidding all games 
of chance. 

Mr. Key begged to correct the President. The 
gemes to which he bad referred were doubtless 
old sledge” and poker.“ The former, he 
was free to say, Was a game unworthy of officers 
and gentiemen, and as to poker, be must con- 
fess thatit was ruinous both to the body and 
the pocket—he should say, soul. I remem- 
der,“ pursued Mr. Key, that while 1 was an 
erring Confederate soldier we used to play 
poker every pay-day. I once raked in $74,000in 
Confederate currency (it was worth about 8800) 
in a single night. I just did hoid the most al fired 
hands. ‘There was twice I drew to three kings 
and filled. I reckon I made about four times 
my pay by poker while I was in the army.“ 

Permit me to inquire,’’ said Mr. Evarts, ‘if 
my learned friend adduces these facts at evi- 
dences of the ruinous consequences of poker? 
If so, I will call the attention of bis Honor the

‘Twice Mr. Thompson sent the call-boy 
out for change, and his brow grew darker as the 
hours went on. It was fully 10 o’clock when 
the President rose up and denounced the game 
as being of clearly sa‘anic origin. Mr. Thomp- 
son coincided with bim, observing that its char- 
acter had entirely changed sinee bis early Wa- 
basn days, but Mr. Key, with his pockets loaded 
down with silver, protested that be saw nothing 
wrong about the game, and would be glad to 
assist the President in any further ipvestiga- 
—1 of the kind chat he might feel disposed to 
make. 

This is the story of the Cabinet meeting which 
certain wicked army officers assert is the only 
true and authorized eccount of its proceedings.
